REPORT OF THE POSTMASTER GE 

Tite report of the Postmaster-General for 1857 has From 
this document it appears that last year the number of post ees in the 
United Kingdom was increased hy 235, making the whole present 
number 11,201, One hundred and thirty-eight new money-orderofices 
were opened viz. in England and Wales, 0 in Treland. in 


Scotland; making the whole number 2,233. 0 Notwithstandin ( - 
pression of trade during a large part of last year, there was no falling 
off in the number of money orders, but, on the contrary, # considerable 
inerease, though not so great as in many previous years. 

During the last year 59 additional ‘towns were provided with day 
mails to or from the metropolis of one or other of the three parts o1 
the United Kingdom, and some of them with mails in both directi 
The distance over which mails are now conveyed within the United 
Kingdom by railways, mail coache s, boats, and foot 
passengers, is nearly 150,000 tiles per day. ; 

Measures are in progress for still further improving the postal service 
in the suburban district. These measures include an acceleration of the 
general post letters arriving in London by the night mails; the exten- 
sion to all places within six or seven miles of London (isolated houses 
and seattered nei@hbourhoods excepted) of a late evening delivery, so (hat 
letters leaving the London offive about 7.30 po. may reach the hands of 
the public the same night; and an earlier morning collection, The system 
of postal divisions in London is still owing to the want of offices, only 
in verv partial operation. In some districts no suitable building, or 
even site, has vet been found; and in others unforeseen obstacles have 
arisen to retard the completion of the arrangements, even when con- 
siderable prouress had heen made.

INNER LIFE OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, NO. 67. 
BROOKES’ CLUS IN THE SULKS. 


Orn Lady Brookes is in the sulks! This venerable dame for many 
years reigned over the Whig party of England with despotie sway, 
Whatever she said was law; her maxims passed like current coin; her 
example was followed with deferential respect ; and whatever she wore 
was at once the fashion, But during the last few years there has surged 
up from the provinces—east, west, north, and south, but especially from 
the north—a mixed multitude of new men, with strange manners, new 
thoughts, and of reugh independent action, whe have not treated the 
venerable old lady with the profound respeet which she had been accus- 
tomed to receive, and which she had come to think was her inalienable 
right. They disobeyed her laws, sneered at her sage maxims, and 
obstinately refused to follow her fashions; and the old lady has been 
not a little flustered and vexed by this change; and lately, when the 
parties came to open war, and the venerable dame was lett ina minorit 
she gathered her circle around her and retired behind a cloud, deter- 
mined to punish the party by the withdrawal of her presence and 
patronage—in short, went into the sulks. ‘She had no wish, not she! 
to rule, if she is not appreciated. If the party can do without her, 
she, thank Heaven! can do without the party,” &c, &e. And thus the 
matter stands at present. Of course the old lady does not really mean 
to retire from publie life, but has only gone behind a cloud for a 
time, to prove her importance, and with the eontirmed belief that 
the offenders will soon find out their mistake, and gladly make over. 
tures for her return. But if now we had the ear of the respectable 
dame, we would whisper into it that it is not impossible she may be 
mistaken in this matter, and perhaps tind out her mistake when it is 
too late. All things have undergone a change since she wes in the 
zenith of her power, Whilst she has been standing still, others, 
though she did not perceive it, have been moving en; and we should 
not be surprised if the party should refuse to wait much longer, but 
just quietly ignore the old lady and her friends, consider them as dead, 
and coolly go on without them. This idea of punishing society is a very 
foolish one, for society can neither be killed nor punished in this way. 
It has a strange vitality, this society. It is like those little animals 
which naturalists tell us about, who, if you cut off their heads, will not 
die; if you sever them in two, will still live; and if you turn them 
inside out, will swim about and perform all the functions of lift 
lively as ever. We are allof us too apt to magnify our importance to 
think that society could not get on without us, and to fancy that if we 
were to die wonderful results would ensue, But, alas! it is not 
so. The greatest man in the world is really of very little im- 
portance to it; and if he were to die to-morrow, only the slightest 
check would occur to the current of the world’s affairs, and it would 
in a few days roll on as if nothing had happened. And if Brookes’ 
Club, with allits wise saws and constitutionalisms and proprieties, were 
to be suddenly swallowed up by an earthquake, in one short year at 
furthest new combinations would be made, and this England of ours 
would be governed neither better nor worse than it is now. At present, 
then, thus the matter stends—the Conservatives are in power, and the 
Opposition is split into at least two distinet factions. Brookes’ Club 
and the party of which it is the type is in the sulks, whilst the Reform 
or advanced party, comprising all those new mento whom we have 
alluded above, and who lately by siding with the Conservatives hurled 
Palmerston from power, stands irresolute and undetermined as to the 
future, And there seems to be no disposition at present to make any 
determinate move. We understand that certain go-betweens are at 
work in seeret to bring the discordant elements into harmonious action 
again, to smooth down the rufiled feathers of the old lady, and to per- 
suade the other faction to promise to be more tractable in future; but at 
present with little or no success—and how long this state of things will 
ast it is impossible to foretell. But not very long, we surmise. On 
Monday next Parliament will again mect to address itself to work, and 
then, as the showman says, * we shall see what we shall see.’ Some 
determination must speedily be come to. The India Bill, for instance, 
is that to passasit is? Everybody says,no! But if it be rejected on 
a division, of course, Lord Derby musi go out; or if it be withdrawn, 
his position will be materially weakencd. ‘The Opposition do not 
seruple to say that it is their wish that Lord Derby should keep in, at 
least for this Session, and they intend not to make any formal move 
for his defeat ; but events may be too strong for them, and overturn all 
their prudent resolutions. Many a cautious general has been compelled 
to fight when he had no wish fora battle; and it may be so with the 
Opposition. Any night they may find themselves suddenly in front of 
their foes, and forced to a life-and-death struggle against their will. 
And if victory should ensue, what then? Who is the coming man?

THE “FANTASIE” STEAM YACHT. 
Tire last heautiful product of the combined arts of the shipbuilder, 


engineer, and upholsterer which has made its appearance in the Thames, 
is the new steam yacht Fanfasie, ordered by the Emperor of Austria 
for the Archduke Maximilion., She was built and fitted with engines 
and machinery by Messrs, G. Rennie and Sons, the eminent envinecers. 
Her dines are remarkably light and graceful, and. the only drawback 
on her capacities for speed is to be found in the limits ruthlessly set 
by those who ordered her in respect of length, breadth, and depth—so 
long, so broad, and so deep must she be—not an inch less or more either 
way; and so the genius and energies of her constructors have been 
somewhat eramped, leaving it however matter of no small .stonishment 
how under sucha Procrustean rule they have succeeded in effecting so 
much. 

The internal accommodations, for instance, are a marvel of economy 
of space quite as much as of beauty of arrangement and decoration, and 


Descending the after cabin stairs, we find the whole after part of 
vessel appropriated to attendants, with a vast acreage of 
leather mattress, extending horseshoe fashion ail round the stern 
and both quarters, and all sorts of accommodation for washing, sleep- 
ing, or living. A passage leads forward, having on the left, or port side, 
a beautiful set of cabins, fitted up with great taste and magnificence for 
the Archduchess and ladies; whilst on the opposite side are similar 
cabins for the ladies of the suite, and for that important functionary 
the steward. The passage opens on the grand saloon, a handsome 
apartment 16 feet square, well lighted by a large skylight as well as by 
ports in the side, the sides and eciling coloured in white and gold—the 
prevalent decoration of the whole yacht; on one side is a bronze stove, 
on the other a buffet to correspond, beth surmounted with marble slabs; 
four large couches, handsomely carved, and fitted with crimson silk 
cushions, line the sides; mirrors and girendoles occupy the ends; and 
the softest of velvet pile carpets cover the floor. — Beyond, on the star- 
board side, is the Archduke's library, a snug cabin, with book-case, 
writing-table, Me. ; and on the port side his sleeping cabin, fitted with 
comfortable sleeping-place, wardrobe, washing apparatus, and so forth. 
And here one would have supposed the after accommodations might 
have ended—but no, by opening a door at the further extremity of his 
sleeping cabin, his Tmperial Highness may, without any undue con- 
tortions of his Imperial form, twist himself into the snuggest of little 
bath-rooms, artfully contrived under the grand staivease—a triumph of 
ingenious arrangement ! 

Returning to the entrance of the crand saloon, a handsome staircase 
leads up into a round-house on deck, elazed all round, and similar to 
the deck-house on hoard the Queen's yacht. Here is plenty of room to 
sit in foul weather without losing the prospeet; and doors open on to 
the deck. 

The centre of the vessel is of course oceupied by the engine-room 
and engineers’ cabins, beyond which is a second saloon, 15 feet by 11, 
the sides decorated with maple and bright mahozany pannelling, and 
handsome maroon-coloured leather couches running along each. This 
is the officers’ saloon, ‘Two eabins for officers, similarly fitted, open 
into it at the forward end; and aft the space is occupied by a delicious 
cabin for the captain, furnished, not only with the **cosiest’’ of sleep- 
ing places, but with wardrobe, writing-bureau, and marble washing 
apparatus, Here, too, is the den of steward the second, well supplied 
with racks and shelves. and suggestive, when taken in conjunction with 
the general aspect of the cabins, of exceeding good living among the 
officers.
